Found Pair Laid Out 
The bodies of Brinker and Miss 
Welk. with their skulls beaten in 
and their throats cut, were found 
side by side by the rim of Foch road 
only a few hundred feet from the 
main highway in Mineola. 
They had been “laid out” by the 
murderers even as the bodies had 
been arranged in the

AS CAR TOPPLES OVER ON 


HIM; ON CROTON HILL 


Scores Slam 
Hearts 


Forrest E. Watson. 64, 718s- — 
Erie avenue, employed as night 
watchman at the Hyde service 
station, North street, 
was in­ 
stantly killed Sunday morning 
about 7:20 o’clock while enroute 
home, when his 
car, 
running 
j 
over the curb on the south side 
of the Croton avenue hill below’ 
Walnut 
street, 
overturned 
on 
him. crushing him under it. 
Mr. W’atson had only a short time 
previously 
completed 
his 
night's 
work and was on his way home. 
Near the top of the Croton avenue 
hill, in his model T Ford sedan, the 
engine stalled, evidently from a lack 
of gasoline . He got out. backed the 
car and turned it around, by push­ 
ing it, then continued pushing it 
down the hill. 
C ar Topple! Over. 
He was evidently attempting to 
get into the car as it was moving 
down the hill, when it ran up over 
the south side of Croton avenue 
and into the hillside, about 50 feet 
east of the watering trough. 
The 
car .suddenly turned over on its side 
and slid about six feet, with Watson 
crushed underneath it.
